All the leading maritime 
nations of the globe are to be invited 
to participate and share in the con- 
struction of the work; and to enter 
into treaty stipulations to that effect. 
The canal is to be opened to all parties 
to its construction on equal terms. 

The president is said to be an en- 
thusiastic advocate of the project. He 
as disposed to turn his Sunday flow of 
wisdom in that direction. He really 
knows as little about it as he does 
about the constitution or the laws cf 
his countiy; but the fact that 
he is willing to promote anything 
besides the schemes of the Chand- 
ler gang of conspirators, even 
if it be as a blind, relieves the situation.
